Robert Kawalski’s Popcycle Ice 
Cream Company is producing these Suzuki-based sidecar-type outfits for 
either the ice cream or lunch catering business. According to the manufac- 
turers, the ‘‘Popcycle’’ can turn the same kind of sales volume as the 
traditional truck, but with far less overhead. Two engine sizes are offered: 


250 and 400cc. 


A tragic accident while testing for 
Honda at Laguna Seca claimed the 
life of up-and-coming road racer Jon 
Woo on Saturday afternoon, Nov. 20. 
Woo, one of several riders being con- 
sidered for a ride under Honda’s 
Superbike support program, lost 
control of his machine in Laguna 
Seca’s turn two. That turn is one of 
the fastest on the course, and Woo 
was killed instantly. Udo Gietl, 
Honda’s road racing team manager 
said, “On behalf of Honda, it’s very 
sad and regretable that it happened. 
To me, Jon looked like one of the top 
contenders. He turned in very good 
laps times and showed very good rid- 
ing style. He looked very, very prom- 
ising.” Woo’s wife, Jeri, issued a 
statement through a family friend 
that, “Jon was doing what he loved to 
do, and he died instantly. If there are 
to be any contributions, please give 
them to help Bruce Hammer with his 
hospitalization.” Whitney Blakeslee, 
the family friend and one of Woo’s 
sponsors, summed it up best, “Jon 
was an unbelievably kind and good 
person. The world’s a sorrier place 
now that he’s gone.” Godspeed, Jon... 


Among those testing for a Super- 
bike support ride were Hugh 
Humble, Harry Klinzmann and Fred 
Merkei. According to observer 
Keith Code, the testing was done 


“very professionally. The machines 
were fully prepared, in fact, they 
were ready to race a National.” 


The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration has opened an in- 
vestigation into alleged failure of 
Suzuki street bike sidestands to retract 
while the vehicle was in motion. The 
investigation, which began Oct. 4 
after nine separate incidents, is to 
determine whether the alleged prob- 
lem “‘constitutes a safety-related defect 
within the meaning of the National 


-Highway Traffic and Motor Vehicles 
-Act of 1966.” Federal safety standards 


require that the sidestand fold upward 
and rearward if it contacts the road 
surface when the motorcycle is mov- 
ing forward. The investigation is 
aimed at all Suzuki street models 
manufactured from 1975 to the 
present.

Russ Darnell, Honda’s professor 
of motocross, recently completed 
a tour in South Africa, introducing 
the 1983 Honda line and the first 
ATCs to ever churn South African 
soil. Darnell will be returning to 
South Africa in April with his MX 
schools and will also be going to 
Australia, again, for another five 
weeks of MX schools. The Russ 
Darnell MX schools offer the only 
five-day training camp outside of 
Europe and have already been to 
53 countries. Californians will have 
their chance to attend the Russ 
Darnell MX schools in December.

With the demise of Yamaha’s Win- 
ston — now Camel — Pro Series 
effort, Jimmy Filice is working on 
putting together an ’83 program.

Review review 


I was generally pleased with the 
review of my book, American Racing 
Motorcycles published in your Nov. 
17 issue. It was gratifying that the 
reviewer called the book “‘a valuable 
contribution,” a “welcome addition 





to any longtime racing enthusiast’s 
library,” and “a must for those who 
think our grand sport was born yes- 
terday.”’ The reviewer evidently read 
the book very thoroughly in order to 
catch my mistake on the timing of 
Fred Nix’s death in 1969. Doubtless, 
it took less diligence to note my 
misspelling of Loudon! 

However, the reviewer is wrong on 
one of his “corrections.” Mr. Mangus 
said, “Hatfield repeats an oft printed 
error by stating only six pushrod 
OHV Excelsiors were built. Most 
Excelsior enthusiasts know of 15 ex- 
isting bikes.....’” The only OHV Ex- 
celsiors to which I refer on page 43 of 
my book were built around 1916. To 
the best of my knowledge, only one 
photo of this series has survived the 
era, that being the photo on page 106 
of Stephen Wright’s great book Amer- 
ican Racer. The number “‘six’’ was 
furnished to Steve by the late Floyd 
Clymer, who at one time owned four 
of these machines which he converted 
to dirt trackers by removing one of 
the cylinders. It is doubtful whether 
most Excelsior “experts” have even 
heard of the circa 1916 bikes, unless 
they have read Wright’s book, for 
these machines represented a very 
brief project which Excelsior engi- 
neering abandoned to pursue devel- 
opment of their overhead camdesign. 

As for the 15 bikes referred to by the 
reviewer, I believe these are the 15 
OHV hillclimbers built in 1929, and 
I mention these 15 motorcycles on 
page 49 of American Racing Motor- 
cycles. Any brief discussion with 
longtime Excelsior fans on the Excel- 
sior overhead valve jobs would natu- 
rally call to their mind the memory of 
the famous 1929 hillclimbers, rather 
than the obscure 1916 board trackers. 

I would like to disspell any possi- 
ble misconception that the research 
for American Racing Motorcycles was 
less than thorough. The complete 
bibliography includes over 1,000 ref- 
erences dating from 1904. To gather 
the material, I drove my car or rode 
my motorcycle over 7,000 miles and 
made two round trip transcontinen- 
tal flights. I visited 26 cities in 14 
states, and interviewed 22 notables. 
The entire process took over 1100 
manhours over a 15-month period, 
an average of about 20 hours per 
week in a spare time project. None of 


this excuses the two mistakes the 
reviewer noted, but perhaps the errors 
are somewhat mitigated by the sheer 
volume of material reviewed. 

For the convenience of your read- 
ers, I hope you can repeat how to 
obtain both American Racing Motor- 
cycles by Hatfield, and American 
Racer by Wright.

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Trans-USA MX Champion Dave Hollis 


“Id like to see the factories back in the AMA races, but if 
they’re going to keep having series like this I could be 
another Mark Barnett.”

The 1982 National MX season started out 
normally, but it sure didn’t end that way. 


Through the 125, 250 and 500cc Nationals 
and the Supercross Series, top factory riders 


on their megabuck machines 


dominated, as usual. But when 
the Trans-USA MX Series rolled 
around drastic changes oc- 
curred. 

Yamaha, Suzuki and Honda pulled 
their factory bike riders out of the 
series. Kawasaki didn’t have any works 
riders there either; what was left was a 
group of riders on production machin- 
ery, primarily from the eastern U.S., 
who wanted to compete and felt good 
about finally having a chance to win 
a major AMA race and series. 

The racing was some of the best of 
this year. With equipment for the 
most part equal, rider talent was all 
that separated the winners and losers. 
When it was all over, Michigan’s 
Dave Hollis owned the title, the 13th 
and last ene awarded. The Trans- 


USA Series is now history, and Hollis 
will go down in the books as the last 
winner on the list. 

1982 wasn’t easy for Hollis. In ’81] 
he rode for Yamaha’s support pro- 
gram—production bikes, parts and 
travel expenses. In ’82 Yamaha let him 
go and noone else picked him up. He 
rode the 250cc Nationals and-three 
Supercross rounds as a true privateer, 
buying Suzukis at cost and traveling 
the country courtesy of his father. He 
finished the 250cc Nationals 14th 
ranked. Things weren’t going his 
way heading for Trans-USA; Hollis 
was at the end of the line, his results 
didn’t look to draw any potential 
sponsors for ’83. 

Now, with the Trans-USA title 
under his belt, Hollis is still asking 
himself the same question: Will I get 
some help for ’83? Some have said 


that this year’s Trans-USA title would 
be a hollow one, that without the top 
stars it means little or nothing, espe- 
cially after the promoters in Colorado 
and California cancelled the last two 
rounds of the original five round ser- 
ies. Hollis feels otherwise. He worked 
hard for the title and did what he had 
to do to win it. After the final round 
at Unadilla (New York) we had an 
informal talk with Dave-and let him 
tell what the whole series of events 
has done for him and his career. 
Does the Trans-USA title really mean 
something to you, even after some 
people called this year’s series a joke? 
Yes, it does. I worked a long time to 
get in shape, working out hard trying 
to pull off something that meant 
something. This series means a lot to 
me. I think it’s still a pretty good title, 
even though the factories pulled out. 
(Billy) Liles and (Billy) Grossi were 
right there all the time. I had to ride 
very consistently (Hollis went 1-2-1 
in Minnesota, 12-2-1 in Michigan 
and 2-6-4 in New York in the three 
moto per round series). 

Do you feel bitter about ’82? You had 


- no major sponsorship and your dad 


paid for most everything. You had to 


scrimp to make it through the year, 
yet despite all that you took a title. 

I just hope I can get something out of 
it. My dad has put all his money into 
my racing, and I’ve been scrapin’ 
along. I haven’t bought anything 
extra at all. I’ve only had four bikes 
all year and now my practice bike 
breaks down every week. I’m just 
glad I’m done for the year. I’m not 
going to ride much more this year, 
I’m just going to do a bunch of deer 
hunting. 

Do you deserve a ride for next year 
because of your Trans-USA title? 

I think I should get a ride next year; 
maybe with one of the European 
companies, because hopefully I'd like 
to go to Europe in the next few years. 
I don’t know what KTM, Husqvarna 
or Maico are going to do next year. I 
don’t know if they’re going to stay 
with the AMA or go with CMC. The 
most important thing is getting a 
ride, because it sure would take the 
pressure off. 

We’ve had a bunch of good times at 
the Trans-USA this year. Do you 
think the series has been better off 
without the factory riders? 

If everyone would have been there on 








production bikes . . . I think I’m as 
good as they are. They might be ina 
little better shape, but their bikes are 
so much better. At the last USGP 
(250cc round in August) I stayed 
behind Hansen for 35 minutes, and 
then I just got tired. I think if they 
were all on production bikes it would 
be a different story. Remember, when 
all the guys from Honda went to the 
Florida Winter-AMA Series in ’8] on 
production bikes, they couldn’t do 
anything. 

You had a pretty good deal going 
with Yamaha in ’81, then in ’82 you 
were out on the streets looking for a 
ride. What happened? 

I don’t know why I lost my ride, if it 
was because I got hurt or what, but it 
was good for me to ride Suzukis this 
year, I really seemed to conform to 
them. I went out and bought those 
Suzukis, because I figured if Yamaha 
didn’t want to help me I didn’t want 
to ride their bikes. 

Do you see any problems with the 
AMA’s Grand National Champion- 
ship format next year? 

If I buy bikes again it’s going to be 
pretty hard financially (a rider will 
need 250 and 500cc bikes), but I think 
it’s going to be neat. Some guys can 
ride 250s and some can’t, and others 
can ride 500s and some can't. It’s the 
same with Supercross, some are good 
and some aren’t. I think I’d have a 
good shot. In ’81 I was pretty good at 
Supercross, but this year I only rode 
three. 

Are you an AMA supporter, or can 
you see the logic in running CMC 
events? 

I'd like to see the factories back in the 
AMA races, but if they’re going to 
keep having series’ like this I could be 
another Mark Barnett. The racing 
was a lot more competitive without 
the factories, it was a better show for 
the spectators. 

Is it harder for you mentally when 
Barnett, Hansen and the other top 
factory riders are on the line? 

Not really, it’s harder for me ata local 
race. At home I have to race with the 
amateurs and they’re always going to 
try and beat you, and might end up tak- 
ing you out. They know you're going 
to win so they do everything they can 
to stop you. The only time it got scarey 
in this series was in the last moto 
when Liles got next to me. I more or 
less just let him by, because at the first 
moto at Unadilla he put a few moves 
on me that were a little spooky. Stay- 
ing up, staying on two wheels is the 
key. 

If no sponsorship comes through for 
next year what are you going to do? 

I don’t know. I don’t want to quit 
racing, but if I don’t get any money 
from anyone I can’t be going on the 
road again for six months. I'll just 
probably end up being a body 
mechanic in Michigan. I worked with 
my dad through high school and I 
can do everything that needs to be 
done to rebuild a car. I wouldn’t be 
happy doing that, and I’d rather 
makea living racing, but I might not 
be able to. 

Your dad has dumped all the cash 
into your race program. Has it been 
worth it to him? 

I think it has. He gets a big thrill out 
of all of this. 

Besides your dad, has anyone else 
helped you pull through ’82? 

WP Racing gave me quite a few 
shocks which helped out a lot, and 
Moto-X Fox played a big part—they 
gave me anything I needed as far as 
gear. My mechanics Mike and Jim 
Pryor have been helping me out fora 
long time, and my new girlfriend 
Dienna has been telling me I could 
win this thing and it helped my head 
outa lot. I’m just hoping I can put it 
all together for next year, make some 
money, and fly my girlfriend to the 
races. That would be really nice. ©

The Swedish Maico pilot struck again: 
Ake Jonsson recorded his seventh 
straight overall win in the Trans- 
AMA MX Series, this time doing the 
deed in Puyallup, WA. In a day 
where mechanical troubles hindered 
many of the top runners, Arne Kring 
(Hus) wound up second overall with 
no moto finish higher than fourth. 
Nursing a bad left knee, Roger De- 
Coster (Suz) finished third. Kawa- 
saki’s Brad Lackey rode in the top 10 
all day for a seventh overall and top 
American finish. “Bad Brad” also 
clinched the 500cc National MX title. 
After running most of the series in 
the International class, Bill Clements 
(Hus) switched to the 250cc Support 
and won both motos going away. 


The American Motorcycle Drag Rac- 
ing Association held its national meet 
at Atco, NJ. In Top Fuel action, the 
double engine Harley-Davidson of 
Dan Johnson was top qualifier with 
a 9.03-second run at 172.08 mph. But 
when it came down to the finals, it 
was the single engine H-D of Dick 
Prime against the double Norton of 
T.C. Christenson. Prime ran into 
clutch troubles, and Christenson 
soloed to the win. Sonny Routt (Tri) 
was the Top Gas winner. 


ACA road racers encountered a slip- 
pery track at Carlsbad Raceway, but 
that didn’t stop Lee Fleming from 
taking Heavyweight Production 
honors on a Honda 750. Bob Endicott 


used a similar machine to take Open. 


GP after Jim Evans’ 350 Yamaha 
inhaled sand. 


It was announced that Marty Tripes 
had signed with American Honda'to 
compete on the yet-to-be-released 
Elsinore two-strokes. Three other 
riders were to be named to the team, 
with the debut expected at the final 
Trans-AMA of the year. Like Tripes, 
at least two more were expected from 
the Yamaha camp. 


The racing Myerscough family was 
out in force at an NRA motocross at 
Deadman’s Point. Brian was the first 
winner of the day, taking the Mini 
class on a Honda. Then brother John 
won the 125cc Junior class on a 
Bultaco. 


SoCal M.C. held their annual Turkey 
Run at Red Mountain. Tom Brooks 
had his 125 DKW in the lead at the 
bomb, but then crashed and handed 
the lead to Larry Pfutzenreuter (Bul), 
who carried it on to the finish. Bill 
Saltzman (Hus) finished second over- 
all and third went to Doug Winchell 
(Bul). Puch rider Bill Friant won the 
Division II honors and Larry Roe- 
seler piloted a Harley-Davidson Baja 
to first Trailbike. 


Monte Bothum (Hus) defeated CZ 
riders Rick Burgett and Ron Long to 
win the Open Expert class of a moto- 
cross race at Deshutes Cycle Park in 
Bend, OR. 


Walt Foster captured the 250cc Expert 
laurels in both the short track and a 
half mile legs of a night flat track

Ward, O’Mara, 
Larson win at 
AME stadium 
Star-o-cross

VALENCIA, CA, NOV. 14 

The gates of Indian Dunes 
opened to lines of riders and 
families, stretching as far as the 
eye could see in both directions. 


World class, National and local hot- 
shoes came together for the 1982 Van 
Nuys Cycle sponsored American Mo- 
tocross Enterprises Championship 
Motocross final. i 

Speculation in the pits was cen- 
tered around whether the Indian 
Dunes’ “Wrecking Crew” could hang 
on to their title? 

When the gate dropped on the first 
Pro event, thousands of spectators 
lined the course to see “‘crew member” 
Tim Locey (Answer Products/ Team 
Yam) jump to an early lead. Fellow 
“crewmate” Tracey Oswell and his 
KTM were second with Yamaha rider 
Mark White in third. Team Honda’s 
“Radical” Ron Turner was in fourth, 
Greg Zitterkopf fifth and Phil Lar- 
son, the one who would be king, 
from American Honda in sixth. 

Locey rode very well, but by lap 
four things changed. Phil Larson 
made his move and stole past Zitter- 
kopf on lap two, Mark White and 
Honda teammate Turner on lap three 
and finally Tracey Oswell on lap 
four. This left Locey and Larson all 
to themselves as they reached for the 
outer limits. 

On lap nine, Larson set Locey up 
with an inside drive through the 
“High Point Himalayas” that would 
give him the lead and the win for 
moto one. Locey finished second with 
Oswell third. Turner dropped out on 
lap five, not to return for the second 
moto. White stayed right in there for 
fourth. 

The second moto was a near car- 
bon copy of the first, only this time 
Brand Johnson of Suzuki of Ventura 
made an impression on the class with 


a come-from-behind fourth place in ` 








back of Oswell. Overall it was Larson 
(1-1), Locey (2-2) for second, the KTM 
of Oswell (3-4) for third and Zitter- 
kopf fourth (5-3). 

The next Pro event was the 125cc 
class. Thirty-three riders lined up for 
moto one, and through the “Shoei 
Start Chute’’ first was Erik Kehoe, 
from Team Yamaha, followed by Jeff 
Ward from Kawasaki. The “O’ Show,” 
Johnny O'Mara, was third and fourth 
place, first privateer, was Robert 
Laughlin of Jammin’ USA. 

Years of minicycle championships, 
National and World championship 
racing experience were evident in Jeff 
Ward’s riding style. Calm and cool as 
some of the best in the country tried 
to apply pressure, Ward moved past 
Kehoe on lap two and bid adieu to the 
second place rider for the rest of the 
moto. O’Mara made his move on 
Kehoe on lap three. He and Ward had 
a battle to set the Dunes ablaze. The 
O’Show tried lines everywhere, but 
Ward would not compromise. 

As they drove hard toward the 
“Coca-Cola Crushers,” O’Mara had 
a brief moment in the lead as he 
passed Ward in mid-air. O’Mara may 
be factory, but his roots are ““Wreck- 
ing Crew,” and the crowd went wild! 
Ward made a brilliant move around 
the cottonwood tree that would re- 
main the last lead change. At the flag 
Ward was first, O’Mara second and 
Kehoe third. AJ Whiting (Answer 
Products/Kal-Gard/Yam) and Laugh- 
lin battled to the bitter end, with the 
nod for fourth and first privateer 
going to AJ. 

Second moto saw Ward grab the 
hoelshot with O’Mara in pursuit and 
Kehoe trailing in third. They re- 
mained in that order to the finish. 
The newest member of Team Suzuki 
Gary Bowman, charged hard for 
fourth with top privateer honors 
going to Kal-Gard’s Russ Warm 
in fifth. Overall it was Ward (1-1), O 
Mara (2-2), Kehoe (3-3), AJ Whiting 
(4-7) and Gary Bowman (8-4) round- 
ing the top five. 

The next Pro event to assault the 
track was the 250cc class. Thirty rid- 
ers formed the line-up. Missing from 
the gate, but making an appearance 
with his beautiful wife was Donnie 


Hansen, out to cheer’ on 'the”ridėrs: ' 


Donnie’s father-in-law, Preston Petty, 
flew out to the track to enjoy the 
racing. 

In moto one Phil Larson and his 


*83 Honda grabbed the lead and held- 


it to the ninth lap. O’Mara made his 
move. O’Mara slipped inside of Lar- 
son to take the lead when a rider went 
down on the “Van Nuys Cycle Pla- 
teau.” Larson swerved to avoid hit- 
ting the downed rider and O’Mara 
took the starring role in the “Johnny 
O’Show.”’ 

In the meantime, Team Yamaha's 
two newest stars, Rick Johnson and 
Ron Lechien had a fierce battle going 
for third. Johnson came from 11th on 
the first lap to pass Scott Manning, 
Ed Arnet, Jim Coffey, Russ Wage- 
man and Zoli Meszaros to move inon 
Lechien in third. Johnson pulled 
Lechien, who normally rides 125s, on 
the straights, but Ron would hang on 
in the corners. At the halfway point, 
Johnson and Lechien were side by 
side across the VNC Plateau. As they 
landed, Johnson got the drive and 
locked in third place. 

Ward, who had pulled a third 
place spot on lap one, dropped out 
because of lack of juice through the 
ignition. He vowed moto two would 
be another story. 

At theend of the first moto, O’Mara 
took the win with Larson second, 
Johnson third, Lechien fourth and 
fifth, first privateer, Jim Coffey. 

Round two saw O’Mara jump to 
an early lead with Ward second, and 


Larson third, Johnson fourth and 


Lechien fifth. First privateer was sixth, 
the Honda Tamm Racing’s Mike 
Shoemaker. The top four took racing 
to its purest level. Ward kept the pres- 
sure on as O’Mara kicked in the 
afterburners. The smart money seemed 
to be on Johnson. Not more than a 
bikelength separated the riders as 
they whipped the record crowd intoa 
frenzy. . 

By the eighth lap it was O’Mara, 
Ward and Johnson, and nobody could 
ever tell that the race wasn’ta national 
event. The three riders criss-crossed 
the track in every conceivable fashion. 

On lap nine, Ward made his move 
on the “Coca-Cola Crushers” to over- 
take O’Mara for the lead. On lap 10 
Johnson made the same move to 
bump O’Mara to third with Larson 
still in fourth. 

When the checkered flag fell and it 
was all over, Ward got revenge and 
the second moto victory. Johnson 
finished up second, O’Mara third, 
Larson fourth and Lechien fifth. The 
overall order went O’Mara (1-3), 
Johnson (3-2), Larson (2-4), Lechien 
(4-5) and top privateer Coffey fifth 
with a 5-7 tally.

Anyone who believes they area 
hot street rider should come 
out to Phoenix International 
Raceway and watch Willie 


Adams make a box stock 550 Kawa- 
saki that he rides to work every day 
dust off Open class and GP bikes. 
Phoenix Road Racing Organization 
runs the GP (anything goes) class at 
the same time as the Box Stockers, 
only the stockers take off half a lap 
behind. Adams usually passes one or 
two of the hot rods before the end of 
the 10 lap race. Class! 

Nothing but trophies, an occasional 
set of free brake pads or some other 
goodie, and a lot of pride motivate 
the PRRO amateur. The pride and 
competitive spirit really stand out 
when you see a guy like Norm Bene- 
dum or Jerry Cline crashing, wrench- 
ing enough to get back into the race, 
then during the trophy awards wear- 
ing slings and bandages. Also Class. 

Today the final points race of the 
PRRO season brought out perfect 
weather and a Yamaha TZ750 from 
El Paso, TX ridden by Randy Wal- 
drop. Skillfully piloted and built for 
racing, the TZ made it no contest for 
first, pulling ahead by nearly half a 
lap on the two GP events which it 
both entered and dominated. 

Most of the regulars in the big bike 
wars run GP scooters which are mod- 
ified little enough to also get them 
into the Super Street class. Mike Wil- 
liams (1000 Suz), who really wants to 
say thanks to his sponsor Sun Suzuki, 
is one. Another is Mick Frew, who 
did an outstanding job of piloting a 
750 Kaw that he and Pat Palmer 
blueprinted into one of the most con- 
sistent bikes at PIR. And consistency 
was also. Street Machine’s Eugene 
Coward, racking up points on an 
early model 550 Honda. ea 

Although the first GP event was 
dominated by Waldrop’s TZ750, Jerry 
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Cline (1100 Suz) and Frew diced it out 
for second, with Cline holding on 
until lap 10 when a mechanical prob- 
lem slowed him just enough for Frew 
to put Cline in third. 

The second race, Super Street, was 
Norm Benedum (750 Hon) all the 
way with Mick Frew taking second 
and “Mr. Hang-In-There,’’ Mike 
Williams, placing third. Frew and 
Williams wound up 2-3 behind the 
TZ750 in race three. Brian O’Neill 
pulled a respectable fourth on a 
dimunitive water-cooled 350 Yamaha 
two-stroke. 

In the fourth and final race, a 
Super Street event, Cline again dem- 
onstrated that he wins at least once 
every time. Williams, Frew and Greg 
Schmidt (750 Kaw) came in right 
behind. 

Probably the most successful racer 
of the day, though, was points leader 
Eugene Coward, who with a little 
pushing from Kevin Elliott on a 550 
Kaw, won both his races and, if you 
ask me, the number one plate for next 
season.

Mazur missiles to 
three AFM wins

WILLOW SPRINGS, CA, NOV. 14 
Frank Mazur put on a dazzling 
display of riding as he blazed to 
three wins at the American 
Federation of Motorcyclists’ 
meet at Willow Springs, holding his 
overall points lead with only one 
more race to go for the year. 

~ In 600cc Modified Production 
Frank took on Michel Mercier and 
Joe Montoya. It wasa tight three-way 
pass and repass match until Montoya 
fell off in turn five on the seventh lap 
and Mazur squeaked off the win. 

Mazur again fought five-time 
Canadian National Ice Racing champ 
Mercier in 600cc Stock Production, 
this time in a game of wits rather 
than sheer horsepower. Each lap they 
were side by side down the front 
straight and Mazur would get the 
lead into turn one, but Mercier found 
a spot going into turn five that he 
could get by Frank each time. Mazur 
was getting a better drive out of turn 
seven so he usually caught Michel by 
the straightaway. On the last lap, 
though, Michel made a slight mis- 
calculation in turn three, which 
allowed Mazur to stretch his lead toa 
couple of bikelengths to hold the 
number one spot at the flag. 

But Mercier, unfamiliar with club 
rules, disqualified himself when he 
found that his lack of instruments 
was illegal for the class. 

Kevin Peltz, who has been absent 
from the southern racing scene for 
months, showed he hasn’t lost his 
touch as he took the Formula Two 
and 750cc Super Street wins. 

In 750cc Super Street, Kevin held 
the number one overall spot over 
Open classer Denny Doherty until 
the fourth lap, when Doherty caught 
him on the front straight and took off 
to win the Open class. Kevin held 
second overall to win the 750cc class 
over Ducati-mounted Tony Guest, 
who diced it up with John Robertson 
(who took third 750cc), Doug Filan- 
geri, Denny Fryer and Mark Thomas. 

In Formula One action Moriwaki

Kawasaki-mounted Jon Woo fought 
Rich Oliver until lap six when Oliver 
slid out in turn two’s sweeper. 
Doherty, taking over second place, 
tried hard to catch him, but in vain, 
as Woo rode smoothly to the win. 

Peltz fought Kurt Bickel in F2 and 
beat him, and Bickel reciprocated by 
letting Kevin try his Can Am in the 
F3 race. Peltz took a fourth in that 
one. 

The singles race was quite exciting 
as Chuck McAvoy and Kurt Sager 
duelled to the finish, with Sager tak- 
ing it right at the line. 

Scott Gray worked very hard to 
take home a trophy, and he only had 
to crash three times to get one. He 
took second to Mike Krolick in 750cc 
Modified Production, and just shrug- 
ged off his crashes.

Kuest, Buffaloe 
capture Yakima 
ORV MX

Highland Honda/Hi-Point/ . 


Honda support ace Bob Buffa- 
loe ended up today’s big winner 
as he captured both the 250cc 


and Open Pro classes. Gary Kuest 
(Team M P /Airway Height Yam) 
was the 125cc winner, placing con- 
sistent thirds for the overall. 

The Eastern Washington MX Asso- 
ciation offered another $750 125cc 
Pro purse at Yakima ORV Park. The 
race, put on by promoters Dennis 
Mallon and Clint Friday, came off 
without a hitch and riders were chal- 
lenged by a new double jump that 
had a big crowd gather during prac- 
tice, the reason being that no one was 
clearing it at all. That matter was 
cleared up later by Scott Tyler’s 490cc 
Alpha Maico, flying over both and 
also making the sharp right hander 
that followed. Many a rider also had 
difficulties over the doubles in every 
class, keeping racers alert all day. 

The first 125cc moto found Yamaha 
supported Dennis Dolquist, Tim 
Michlitsch (Kawasaki Team Green/ 
DG/Bel-Ray/Arai) and Highland 
Honda support rider David Froem- 
bling around the first turn. in the 
lead, with Michlitsch sporting the 
northwest’s first 1983 KX125. 

Dolquist stayed in first until just 
after the halfway mark when Bellvue 
Suzuki’s Stacey Thornton stormed by 
to take the lead; Ron Pomeroy (Suz) 
followed suit after the doubles claimed 
Dolquist on the seventh lap. Robby 
Watilo (Yam support/RW Racing/

locked in a tight duel for the third 
‘spot. Thornton won the moto after 
considerable pressure from Pomeroy, 
who was second.

Daily 
sewed up another win for a 1-1 blitz 
over Huffmans hounding 2-2. Chris 
Renard (Yam) won the second Junior 
moto to take the overall with a 2-1 
over Medford’s Shawn Highland 
(Yam), who was second overall with 
a 3-2 tally. DePew DNF. 

Daily came back to top both Mini 
Intermediate motos on his Yamaha 
support/Hi-Point Racing 80cc 
Rocket, smoking the field with 1-1 
scores once again. Matt Ramey (Herbs 
Cycles Yam) also goes quite fast, but 
couldn’t put a pass on Daily and 
settled for a 2-2, outpacing Joel Sitts

Spangler 
quickly moved up through the heavy 
first lap traffic to settle into second 
behind Keller, but only for two laps, 
then Alliman went around the small- 
bore leader. Keller had the lead all to 
himself with a lap to go followed by 
Alliman, Spanglerand Bault. Spang- 
ler took the 125cc Pro moto win and 
Bault the Open. Williams and Davis 
both were in the hunt, but DNF. 


The second outing into the silt saw 
southern Oregon sensation Keller 
slither into a superb stranglehold of 
first over Spangler, Bault, Williams 
and Alliman. Williams was on the 
prowl this time and soon moved into 
third, but couldn’t work his way past 
fiesty Spangler, who has more than 
dominated southern Oregon in the 
125cc Pro class this season. Keller 
opened up an afterburner to settle 
into an astounding lead which left 
Spangler and Williams to duke it out 
over a spot which both wanted badly, 
due to Ralph Huffman’s generous 
200% Pro payback. Keller was out to 
take the majority of the money, 
though, and went for a total domina- 
tion witha 1-1 double moto blitz over 
Spangler, who also went 1-1 in his 
class and Williams, who finished 
third, but was actually second since 
Spangler was on a 125. Bault once 
again took the Open honors with a 
1-1 score over Davis, who had a rough 
day and went 2-2. 

Suzuki mounted Mike Booth top- 
ped both 125cc C motos, which gated 
the largest class of the day. Booth 
boogied away from John Whitmore, 
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who was on a 100cc Yamaha. The 
entire day was a benefit for the Dur- 
rants, whose house burned down.

The first annual series gives riders 
a chance to compete on extended 
courses with one and one-half motos 
at Mt. View, Washougal, and Port- 
land International Raceway tracks.

Holley tops full field

HOUSTON, TX, NOV. 8 

The AMA, San Jacinto High 
Rollers Motorcycle Club and 
the AMA-DRAGBIKE! Nation- 
al Championship Series joined 
forces to produce the largest first-year 
cycle drag championship ever held... 
the relocated AMA-DRAGBIKE! 
Longhorn Nationals at Eastex Drag- 
way. r 

More than 2200 race fans and 162 
entries topped off by a full field of top 
fuelers poured into the track on Sun- 
day to compete for more than $9,500 
in cash plus contingency prizes. 

In Top Fuel, Anson Holley, of 
Harley-Davidson of New Orleans, 
came out of a number six qualifying 
spot, soloing in the first round against 
a broken Dave Covey, then advanced 
to the finals as the Harley outdis- 
tanced Steve Suter’s points leading 
supercharged Kawasaki to earn its 
spot against Coloradan Bill Meyers 
Kawasaki. Myers had made the finals 
by beating Denny Martin’s turbo 
Kawasaki in round one, then getting 
the number two qualifier’s bye (the 
eight bike field had to be rewritten to 
five due to breakage). 

The finale was a dramatic one as 
Myers had broken on the semi final. 
The event director had given the Pros 
a 45 minute round call following the 
semi finals and had added that 15 
minutes additional would be granted 
to fix broken iron if need be. Myers’ 
crew asked for 20 minutes on top of 
that, Loughlin said to consult Hol- 
ley...the opponent. Holley said — 
“race director’s decision...I’11 go with 
it.”...Loughlin granted 10 minutes 
on top of the original. When the 
fields of Pros came ready to run at the 
end of the race, a brief power failure 
in the tower, and normal running 
time had given Myers a bit more time 
than expected, and as he lit the super- 
charged Harley, the Kawasaki was 
right there, ready to give the fans a 
side-by-side run. 

Holley did a quick, tire-turn clean- 
off burnout...and staged, placing 
Myers in a “‘hurry-up”’ position dis- 
similar to his regular procedure...and 
forcing him to stage quickly, too. At 
the “go” Myers pulled ahead then 
lost traction, while the Harley pulled 
steadily despite moderate wheelspin. 


At the other end the Harley’s light 
went on for a traction plagued finale 
with the H-D clocking a 9.40 to 
Myers’ 10.14. - 

Pro Dragster was its usual thrilling 
self at Houston, especially with Sat- 
urday qualifying giving the number 
one slot to Houstonian Mike Pizzi- 
tola on a Kawasaki, and the number 
two to Vicki Farr. In round one, Piz- 
zitola received the number one bye 
run, and Vicki Farr faced Rodney D. 
Kay of KT’s Cycle Service on a Har- 
ley. After Farr had done her final 
chirp burn and headed toward the 
line, Kay churned the nitroburner’s 
tire across the line a second time...a 
violation of the one-burnout across 
the line rule...for Pros (none for semi 
Pro or ET)...placing him out of com- 
petition. Mr. Kay took his disqualifi- 
cation with a gentlemanly, sports- 
manlike attitude — a credit to him 
and his team. In the rest of round 
one...a little more regular procedure 
held sway. In the next pair out, the 
Harley-Davidson of Stick Engineer- 
ing, Beever Productions and Miller 
Racing wowed the crowd with a 
smoky burnout “par excellence” and 
got by the Kawasaki of Harold Wind- 
ham of LaPorte and Lazar Porting 
9.98 to 11.85 as Windham redlighted. 
Finally, Harry Lartigue’s 1,327cc 
Kawasaki downed Archie Carter’s 
Harley 9.98 to 10.28. 

In round two, the Mathis Harley 
went down against the Pizzitola Kawa- 
saki 9.43-10.079 while the Lartigue 
Kawasaki was defeated by Ms. Farr 
9.82 to 13.47. 

In the final, the Union Cycle Sal- 
vage special...Pizzitola up wasa slight 
crowd voice-poll favorite as the 
“hometown hero” against Ms. Farr 
...who received a solid vote from the 
fans...(though the “applause meter 
may have been thrown off by the 
higher pitch of the voices vocalizing 
for Farr). When the lights came on at 
the other end, the win was Pizzitola’s 
capping a high flying weekend for 
the up and coming new star in the 
AMA-DRAGBIKE! National Cham- 
pionship series Pro Dragster ranks. 
Final round times — Pizzitola 9.19 to 
Farr’s 9.95.
